The organizers of the annual Holiday Cat Float, an 
event that takes place every year on the Montauk 
dunes over Labor Day weekend, turned out for a 
Hamptons Planning Board session last Tuesday 
to register their outrage over the new law against 
releasing balloons into the environment. Police 
were called to preserve order. 

“If our participants aren’t able to release 
balloons into the air, then our extremely 
lucrative event is over,” shouted Logan 
Shanley, the CEO of Montauk Cat Floats.

BALLOON ROUNDUP GOES AWRY 


_The two dead-end subway line spurs that go to 


Cooper’s Beach in Southampton and Main Beach 
in East Hampton have been a focal point for 
a helium balloon clean up project this winter. 
The mile-long tunnels that end at those beaches 
are festively decorated at their entrances with 
surfboards, lifeguard buoys, beach blankets 
and helium balloons. Over the years, many 
balloons have gotten caught up in the rafters. 
And so, this January, we decided it was 
time to rake them down, put them in big sacks 
and take them to the town dump where they 
could be deflated and recycled. We chartered 
11 big flatbed trucks to go out to the beach, park at 
the doors on the dunes, and bring the thousands of 
sacks of balloons out the exit doors to the 
trucks, tie them down on the flatbeds and haul 
them away that way. But the wind gusted 
and the bags opened and all the balloons flew 
up. into the sky and out ’ Gvee 
the ocean. Oh well, theyre out 
now anyway.

I congratulate all the teams that worked to 
clear.out the thousands of helium balloons 
from the dead-end spurs. It was a tough 
job, and many of the balloons had been up. 
there for years. Maybe it didn’t work out, 
but the effort was made and I am proud of

“You're putting us out of business.” 

Shanley explained to the Planning Board 
members that the majority of those who participate 
in the Cat Float attach helium balloons—“hundreds 
of them”—to their cats to give them lift. “It’s 
called a ‘cat float’ for a reason,” Shanley pointed 

ut. “This isn’t about lofting cats through the 
air with some kind of propulsive force, like a 
catapult. Anyone can do that. This is about gently 
lifting the cats from the ground and allowing the 
breeze to blow them in whatever direction it will.” 
Participants in the Cat Float win prizes depending 
on how far their cats. travel before returning to 
ground, explained Shanley, and there’s always a 
lively market in side bets as well. 

Other members of the team that runs the 
Holiday Cat Float acknowledged the need for a law 
against releasing balloons into the environment 
in order to prevent harm to marine life, but urged 
the Planning Board to consider an exemption 
for their event, noting that there aren’t any easy 
alternatives to balloons for achieving the gentle 
lift their event requires. “One year some guy tried 
using a hang glider, and it wasn’t pretty,” said Rich 
Purcell, a staffer with Montauk Cat Floats. 


The Hamptons Planning Board promised to 
take the request under consideration, and the 
meeting broke up without further incident. 


FROZEN BANJOIST INADVERTENTLY RESCUED 
Emergency medical personnel were called to the 
site of an ice sculpture demonstration on Saturday 
after an ice sculptor, working with a chain saw, 
made an alarming discovery inside the large block 
of ice he was carving. 

“Initially I thought it was just a trick of the light,” 
says Steven Harper, who was working the block of 
ice in question. “Then, as I removed more and 
more ice, I realized there was a person in there!” 

Harper notified police as soon as he realized 
what was going on, and police, with the aid of 
Harper, cut the person free. “As we suspected, he 
had a banjo,” says Hamptons Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch. “He didn’t seem to be any the 
worse for wear, though. Those banjoists are very 
resilient, and they seem to get stuck in ice quite 
a bit.” &&

What Would the Hamptons Be Like if the Dutch Had Won New York? 


THE DUTCH EAST END _

n the 1640s, the Hamptons were settled by 

New Englanders as a counterpoint to the 
Dutchmen who settled New Amsterdam. I’m 
sure you know the story. A day came when 
the English sent four man-o-war ships carrying 
400 soldiers to Manhattan, pointed the guns at 
the Dutch headquarters and demanded that Peter 
Stuyvesant hand over that place to the English 
crown. As Stuyvesant’s Nieuw Amsterdam had 
never been more than a trading post for the 
West India Company of Holland, there was no 
army that Stuyvesant could use for his defense, 
he surrendered without a fight. Thus New 
Amsterdam became New York City. 

Well, what if that never happened? What if 
the King of England decided to forget trying to 
overcome the Dutch in Manhattan and Long 
Island and instead focus on growing Connecticut, 
Rhode Island and Massachusetts? 

Our little English settlements in the Hamptons 
would have to be turned over to the Dutch, 
and, in short order, it would be the Dutch who 
would put their imprint out here, and it would 
be the wealthy Dutch who would be coming 
out from Nieuw Amsterdam in Manhattan to 


enjoy their summer homes in, well, the ‘ham(p) 
tenz. And maybe, if it is what is now Quogue, 
Nieuw Aerdenhout. 

Everything would be different today. The main 
language being spoken on the street by the 
locals might remain as English, but for the 
Upper Classes it would all be in Dutch. The High 
Dutch version. 

Make a phone call. The recording would answer 
you in English, but then it might say “Druk 
op twee vor Nederlands” or, in consideration 
of the recent influx of Hispanics, “Presiona 
tres para Espanol.” Life would be a little more 
complicated, but everyone would know who was 
boss. The Dutch. 

I think this is important to consider, because 
today in the Hamptons, all the names of the 
streets South of the Highway (now called Ten 
Zuiden Van de snelweg) would be in Dutch, 
and the dominant architecture would be Dutch. 
Instead of snooty street names such as Meadow 
Lane, Further Lane, Hither Lane and Lily Pond 
Lane, the snooty streets would be named after 
the Wyckoffs, or the Van Cortlandts, or the 
Roosevelts or Vanderbilts. Monument Square 
in Southampton would be named Peter Minuit 
Plaza. In every living room in ‘ham(p)tenz would 
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- be dish cabinets floor to ceiling displaying the 


greatest Delft cups and dishes. 

The 11 beautiful windmills were not built in 
the early settler days. They were built around 
1800, and if the Dutch were still in charge they 
would be of Dutch design, not English design. 
(There are more than 1,000 working windmills 
in Holland at the present day. Most pump water 
back out from behind the dikes where they 
leak in.) Hook Mill in East Hampton would be 
Haak Molen. 

Here in the Hamptons, you might be sitting in 
the fanciest restaurant in town, about to order 
from the menu—bitterballen, stroopwafels, and 
for dessert, chocolobely—when some people 
come in speaking Dutch and sit down at the next 
table. The men in white shirts and suspenders, 
the women in high-buttoned bodices, frilly white 
bonnets and wooden shoes, wearing gold and 
diamonds...and you lower your voice to a whisper. 
Perhaps some famous actors or actress gets 
mentioned—Famke Janssen, Carice van Houten 
or Rutger Hauer. Is that Derek de Lint? 

But they are not talking about the cinema. They 
are talking about politics, about Mark Rutte, the 
Prime Minister of the Netherlands, who is in 
town visiting Carola Schouten, his deputy who 
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has a home in Zuiden ‘ham(p)tenz. 

Most interesting I think is that 
all our real estate brokers and 
financial advisers would never 
have been named for upper class 
English firms. They will have been 
named for Dutch firms—a much 
higher class. 

Thus, Saunders will have a 
different name. Bespoke will have 
a different name. Sotheby’s will 
have a different name. They will 
be owned by the same people 
today who own them—Irishmen, 
Italians, Californians, whatever— 
smart businessmen and women 
offering excellent services from 
all over. But they will be given 


names to simulate the highbrow _ ENGuIsH WINDMILL AND DUTCH WINDMILL - NOT MUCH DIFFERENCE 


Dutch. They will call their firms 
Wereldhave, Jpbowen and Lankhorst Makelaars. 


White-shoe law firms? Forget Cravath, Swaine. 


& Moore, forget Simpson Thatcher and Bartlett, 
forget Covington & Burling or anything with 
Skadden, Tweed, Cromwell and Milbank in it. 
The ones with the touch of class will be F. van 
Lanschot Bankiers and Rabobank. And there will 
be “wooden shoe” firms, not white shoe firms. 

A downside of having the Dutch in charge would 
be that we’d have to learn dates of all new holidays, 
and Holland has the second fewest holidays 
in any developed country. Forget President’s 
Day, forget Thanksgiving. Celebrate Koningsdag, 
King’s Birthday (that’s King of the Netherlands) 
and Nieuwjaarsdag, New Year’s Day, Pasen (our 


Easter), Bevrijdingsdag (translated in English to 
Liberation Day), Hemelvaartsdag or Ascension 
Day, Pinksteren or Pentecost Sunday, Whit 
Monday, and Kerstmis or Christmas. 

I don’t want to make a big deal about religion, 
but the Dutch are fierce defenders of freedom of 
religion of whatever sort there is. The East End 
will have Buddhist temples, Muslim mosques, 
Jewish synagogues, Taoist shrines and Catholic 
and Protestant churches of all kinds. The state 
religion, not mandatory, is Dutch Reform. 

I would like to close by announcing that all the 
fears of high tide flooding in the Hamptons will 
be over. Behind all the windmills are the dijken. 
That’s the dikes to you—50 feet tall, made of 


shafts of steel you can see through, (to see all the 
fishes) but not that the water can get through. 
Donald Trump would be proud. 

And finally, it would still be confusing out 
here, naming everything. North Fork? East End? 
South Fork? In English, these names do not 
designate official places. They are the informal 
names of regions, and some of them overlap. 
And what exactly is “The Hamptons?” We have 
no idea. If the Dutch were in charge, we’d still 
be tripping over names—we’re from Holland, the 
Netherlands and Dutch (which is not even the 
name of a country.) 

So I'm going out for the weekend to the

What the Great Wall the Dutch Built Can Tell Us About I mmigration

ome folks say that walls such as Trump wants 

to build are not what true Americans put 
up. But it isn’t true. For nearly half a century 
there was a “keep out” wall, 20 feet high and 
running across the northern border of the entire 
settlement of what is now Manhattan from the 
East River to the Hudson River. And it was put 
there to keep the Dutch-speaking settlers behind 
it safe from those on the other side of the wall 
who did not speak Dutch. 

In that sense it was intended to serve the 
same function as the one that Trump wants to 
build today: English-speaking Americans on one 
side safe from hordes of foreign non-Americans 
speaking in other tongues. 

Many people today think the old Dutch Wall 
was built to keep the Native American Indians 
from coming down from the woods in the north. 
But that was not the case. It was the English that 
the Dutch wanted to keep out. And when the test 
came to see if the wall worked, it failed. Maybe 
there are lessons to be learned. 

The wall was built of dirt, boulders and wood 
planks in 1653, the same year that the Dutch 
formally chartered the southern tip of Manhattan 
as the City of Nieuw Amsterdam. A dirt road ran 
atop the wall, passing alongside five parapets, 
evenly spaced, which rose up another 10 feet 
to 30 or more so guards could look down on 
those approaching below. Between two of these 
parapets, there were enormous wooden gates 
that, for the most part, remained open to allow 
all sorts of people from all over the world— 
Fijians, Chinese, natives, French and Spanish—to 
pass in and out. Once inside, visitors walked or 
rode for nearly a mile down a grand boulevard 
called Broadway to the southern tip of the 
community, to a strong Dutch fort and the docks. 


The place was a trading post, and everybody 
who came down from the woods to the north 
of the wall was welcome regardless of race, 
religion or creed to do business. Unless you 
were English. 

While businessmen grew Nieuw Amsterdam 
between 1611 and 1654, the English were settling 
in New England at Providence, Hartford, Boston 
and New Haven. According to city records kept in 
Nieuw Amsterdam, the English were “amassing 
troops in New England for either defense or 
attack, which is unknown to us.” Fear gripped the 
thousand or so Dutchmen and their families. And 
so, this wall was ordered built. Everyone pitched 
in, and four months later it was complete. The 
doors would slam shut if the lookouts saw the 
British approaching. 

Defenses at the wall, besides the road atop 
it, included a palisade along its inner side, nine 
feet up, ditches filled with water on the outside, 
cannons on the parapets and more cannons at its 
edges facing out into the Hudson and East River. 
Several more cannons were along both shores 
and down to the Fort at the tip. The town was 
prepared to meet an attack from anywhere, but 
mostly at the wall facing north. The only thing 
missing were lots of soldiers. There were only 
a dozen or so. Other men with weapons were 
policemen and custom inspectors. 

Sure enough, in 1664, just 10 years after the 
wall was constructed, the word came down that 
King Charles II of England had deeded all the 
land from Maine to Delaware to his brother 
the Duke of York, and that four British men-o- 
war with redcoats onboard were on their way 
to Nieuw Amsterdam. Residents hurried to 
reinforce the wall. Surely the British would land 
in the woods to the north of the wall and march 
down Broadway toward those gates. 

But that’s not what happened. The British ships 


sailed down the East River in a single line, past 
the great wall, and dropped anchor with their 
heavy guns facing directly opposite the town 
further down near the few side cannons on the 
shore. The wall had been useless. The English 
went around it. If you fire, we will fire, was the 
threat. Some Dutchmen under a white flag rowed 
out to the ships. 

And there they met an admiral who had an 
offer for the Dutch governor of the town, Peter 
Stuyvesant. The ships would take the town 
peacefully and allow the Dutch merchants to 
run it and enforce their laws and traditions and 
continue with their multicultural activities as 
before, except the Dutch flag would come down 
and the English flag would go up. Otherwise 
war would break out and the town would burn. 
Stuyvesant met with his council for an hour or © 
two, and then decided to accept the offer. He 
surrendered Nieuw Amsterdam without a fight, 
to save lives. And with that, it became New 
York City. 

Would a Trump wall keep out the drug dealers, 
rapists, sex traffickers and bandits from south of 
the border? Well, those folks can fly small planes 
over it or sail in yachts around it or sneak boxes 
of the bad stuff under floorboards at the gates to 
bring it in. The wall might stop some of this. But 
more likely, in the end, it would remain in place, 
dazzling in the sun forever unchallenged—as 
did the Dutch Wall across Nieuw Amsterdam 
until 1699, when, finally, the British tore it down 
and replaced it with that same road that used 
to be up top. They called it Wall Street. And 
there it continued, crossing Manhattan from 
the East River to Greenwich Street, where the 
island ended at the Hudson River. Later it was 
shortened to end at Trinity Church. Today, west 
of Greenwich Street is built on fill. And everyone 
is proud of it. The end. #&

Where in Montauk Is the Best Place to Build an Electric Substation?

A very small number of people on the East 
nd prefer getting their power from fossil 
fuels. It causes pollution and global warming. 
Most of us would prefer that we got it from an 
environmentally clean source, such as solar or 
wind. To that end, our local officials want to see 
to it that everyone who wants to speak on new 
proposals gets to be heard, and that whatever 
these proposals are get thrashed out to conclude if 
the solutions are workable. If something happens 
and the electricity goes out, we want it to go out 
sizzle, sizzle, POP! Not sizzle, sizzle ka-BOOM! 
That’s the crux of the matter. 

Acase in point is the wind farm project proposed 
to be built about 35 miles out into the Atlantic 
Ocean. The proposal came from Deepwater Wind, 
an American company. It successfully installed 
five windmills off Block Island two years ago, so 
Block Island gets its power from the wind now. 
Here in the Hamptons, they want to build a field 
of 15 windmills way off shore. You won’t even see 
them. They will be over the horizon, because of 
the curvature of the earth. But they will provide 
all the power we need here in the Hamptons—up 
to 50,000 homes, that plan said. 

A cable from the windmill farm has to go 
underwater to land and then to a substation. The 
nearest, biggest substation is in East Hampton 
by the railroad station. The nearest public site to 
come ashore, underwater to underground, is at 
Wainscott, just to the west of Georgica Pond. 

With that moving pretty far along, Deepwater 
Wind announced last fall that they were being 
purchased—I prefer to say swallowed up—by a 
large international firm from Denmark known 
as Orsted U.S. Offshore Wind. There would be 
a new plan. The amount of power coming from 
the windmills would be increased by nearly 
half, because they would use taller, newer and 
stronger windmills. 

And that change is what the public came to 
believe was the reason why Fred Thiele, our local 
State Assemblyman, went from in favor of all 
this to opposed to all this. At least that is how 
the media reported it. But Thiele told me he has 
not withdrawn his support because he opposes 
windfarm power. He is a staunch supporter of 
environmentally positive solutions, but in this 
case he opposes it because, he said, Orsted has 
set up roadblocks that prevent him from doing 
his job to help his constituents learn more about 
this larger project. 

Thiele told me he asked to see the expanded 
proposal, but that they told him he could not 
see it and that state law makes it confidential. 
He’s told them this is a misreading of the law. 
What they seemed to think is the law expires 
when the preliminary proposals are all in, 
and the preliminary proposals are all in. And 
he ought to know the law, because he is in 
the State Legislature that makes the laws. He 
communicated that information to them, and 
with three months gone by without a response or 
the information, he withdrew his support. 

As a result, Orsted is now all over Fred Thiele, 


anxious to take a meeting with him, 
make amends, give him what he needs 
and hope for his support. They wrote 
him a long letter to that effect. That’s 
better, his office has said. So we shall see 
what we shall see. 

Now, suddenly, more than a dozen 
domestic and international windfarm 
firms are applying for leases out in 
the Atlantic.

More trouble. Meanwhile, in Montauk, 
there’s a situation about electric power. 
There is a power substation in Montauk. 
It is on Industrial Road, built there. 
around 1925, when serious power came 
to town. They couldn’t have built it there 
today, however, for a whole bunch of

two feet above sea level. It was built right 

on the shore of Fort Pond, where paddleboats 
and sailboats roam in the summertime. It also 
cuts through fragile wetlands. Geese and ducks 
abound. There are osprey and eagles. In today’s 
climate-change environment, where flooding is 
getting more common, the sooner this power 
station gets to be moved, the better. 

It needs to be on higher ground and not in 
wetlands. And it has to be able to expand as 
future power needs expand, receiving what will 
likely be the new energy from the offshore wind 
power. But, like the windmill project, whatever it 
is needs to still go sizzle, sizzle, POP! when it goes 
out, not sizzle sizzle ka-BOOM! 

Hearings have been held about where this 
Montauk substation should be moved. There 
have been three proposals. 

An obvious spot is up on the Montauk Highway, 
up a narrow road that goes to what used to be the 
Montauk Dump but is now the Montauk Transfer 
Station. It would make perfect sense there, high 
up within the loving confines of deep forest, 
but the power company PSEG Long Island has 
rejected it, saying it is too far from where the 
power is needed, which is mostly in downtown. 

Besides, I imagine a thick cable to downtown 
could go sizzle, sizzle ka-BOOM! at some point, 
so forget it. 

A second proposal is 50 feet up atop a hill just 
off Flamingo Road, between the Montauk Water 
Tower and Montauk Manor. There are six acres 
of vacant land up there on a residential street, 
where houses are nearby in either direction 
and the water is fed into the water tower from 
underground streams. So that seems like a bad 
idea, too. 

Another consideration is -that the new power 
station, wherever it is built, will hum. I’ve seen 
the specifications. It will make a humming sound 
sometime between 8 a.m. and 8 p.m. but it 
wouldn’t be too loud and it will only hum when 
power is being shuffled in or going out, which 
happens only briefly a couple of times a day. The 
neighbors and the birds and the bees could get 
used to it, or so the report says. 

PSEG Long Island, by the way, has already 
moved along in the process. Locals say they have 


heard—although they did not name a source— 
that the power company has contacted the 
present owners, trying to buy these six Flamingo 
Road acres for $6 million, according to the 
Southampton Press. The acreage is owned by 
LLCs, the Press says, connected to the parents 
of actor Ralph Macchio, who starred in the 
movie The Karate Kid (when he was a kid), and 
then eight years later as one of the two young 
men falsely accused of killing someone during a 
botched convenience store robbery in Alabama 
in the film My Cousin Vinny. That was a great 
movie. Starred Joe Pesci and Marisa Tomei. 
Macchio has had a house out in Montauk for 
decades. More power to him. No, I shouldn’t have 
said that. 

But I digress. 

Well, this spot is also not spas to some 

2,500 Montauk residents, it seems. It’s a sizzle 
sizzle ka-BOOM project, many fear. It is a 
residentially zoned area. It would be visible 
from the nearby Montauk Manor. There may be 
remains of Montauk Indians buried there. And 
some people are concerned about whether it 
could compromise the drinking water. 

Then there is a third site. It is on North Shore 


Road, which is an old unpaved rumrunner road 


up through the woods to Montauk’s highest 
point, north of Ruschmeyer’s and near to the 
railroad tracks. It already has a battery-operating 
station on it—a place where the overflow on 
occasion from Industrial Road can be backed up 
for a short time. It’s not far from Industrial Road, 
and, perhaps best of all, the battery station has a 
view from 20 feet up—they built it up 20 feet—of 
Fort Pond Bay. At certain times of the year, the 
sun sets over that. Surely the substation could be 
built up there alongside. 

Well, here is a fourth idea. Put the substation 
on the roof of the penthouse capping the 
seven-story residential tower standing in the 
field in the very center of downtown Montauk. 
It’s way above high water. And if a bad time 
comes, people can look up and watch it go 
sizzle, sizzle, pop, KABOOM, WHOOMMMM 
way up there. Fourth of July Roman Candle. 
Then dark. &&

Getting Cozy with Murder in the Hamptons 


dmit it—you're kind of fascinated with crime. That 

doesn’t mean you want people to suffer, or that 
it’s fun to hear about death and murder, but there’s 
a part of you that’s curious about solving mysteries, 
figuring out “whodunit” and seeing a killer brought 
to justice. And you're definitely not alone. We live in 
an age where everyone’s an armchair sleuth. But since 
solving crimes, especially murder, is little more than 
an intriguing “what if” for most people, it’s no wonder 
mystery fiction is so successful. Publisher Dunemere 
Books, co-owned by East Hampton author Carrie 
Doyle, understands the allure of a murder mystery and 
has carved out a niche with a series of “cozy mysteries” 
that take place right here in the Hamptons. 

“Agatha Christie is the grandmother of the cozy 
mystery,” Doyle explains. It’s the same sleuth, usually 
an amateur like Miss Marple rather than Hercule Poirot, 
who is solving crimes. It’s usually not their job. There’s 
a strong sense of place, so that there are recurring 
characters and a community that keep coming back, 
youll find them in each book. In addition, there’s 
not blood and slasher elements. It’s not a thriller, it’s 
not gruesome, it’s a little softer. Cozy mysteries can 
be read with your grandmother or daughter.” Doyle 
acknowledges that the idea of a cozy mystery might 
sound a little strange. “Of course, Agatha Christie sort 
of bristled that murder could be cozy!” she says. But 
the idea has been highly successful; look at classic 
television series such as Murder, She Wrote. 

Doyle’s series, Hamptons Murder Mysteries, stars 
Antonia Bingham, “an innkeeper who’s moved from 
California to East Hampton and owns an inn, which 
is sort of an amalgamation of the Maidstone, Hedges 
and 1770 House all together,” Doyle says. “She’s an

innkeeper and a gourmet chef but she’s a nosy person 
who likes puzzles—like me—and she starts solving 
crime on the side. When I was in college, I worked at 
Barefoot Contessa, so she’s got a little bit of Ina Garten 
and Nigella Lawson in her.” So far, Antonia Bingham 
has solved murders in Death on Lily Pond Lane, Death 
on Windmill Way, Death on West End Road and 
Death on Bull Path. 

Doyle has always been interested in true crime. 
“The doorman in our building when I was a teenager 
murdered his wife,” she says. “I had a classmate at 
boarding school whose sister was murdered when she 
was at Northwestern, and they never solved the murder. 
They had discovered her stabbed on a staircase and 
asked her who did it, but she wouldn’t name the person 
and died. They assumed it was someone she knew. 
Also, growing up I always would see Robert Chambers, 
the ‘Preppy Murderer,’ around our neighborhood and 
we all thought he was so handsome—bullet dodged!” 
Doyle also recounts, “I was obsessed with the O.J. 
Simpson case. He used to go jogging with my upstairs 
neighbor, pre-murder, and then suddenly my doorman, 
not the murderous one, wouldn’t let him up or notify 
our neighbor when he was there. We thought it was 
because he was racist, but he said he had seen O.J. beat 
Nicole up in the lobby and outside of our building. We 
were skeptical at the time; this was The Juice, after all! 
Years later we knew this was true. This information 
was confirmed when I watched O./. Simpson: Made 
in America, by ESPN. They showed Nicole’s diary and 
there was a page that said the first time O.J. beat her 
up was at Louis Marx’s party on Fifth Avenue. That was 
right above me! I would have been in bed! So perhaps 
by osmosis I became obsessed.”

But the bread and butter of 
Dunemere Books remains the cozy mysteries. “People 
are more attracted to the name-brand streets that we 
know,” Doyle says, noting her next book is Death on 
Further Lane.

xecutive Chef Jay Lippin of Baron’s Cove in 

Sag Harbor offers his take on the Lobster 
Pot Pie. He says, “Why use chicken when you 
can use the pure white meat of lobster and 
regional fare? Lobster is so Native American— 
so early settlers—and definitely a New England 
delicacy. Accent it with some bacon and morels, 
and the taste is sublime.” 


VY cup chives, chopped 
Y% cup lovage (stems included), chopped 


Over a medium flame, render the fat from 
the bacon. 

Add the leek, onions, celery and fennel; 
cook until translucent. 

Add the clam juice and the white wine and 
bring to a boil. Then turn down to a simmer.

Simmer for 30 minutes; add_ the 
cornstarch slurry and simmer for 15 minutes, 
until thickened.

Take 12 fluid ounces of the pot pie mixture 
and add 5% ounces. of cooked lobster 
meat to it (if you add the lobster meat 
when you are cooking the mixture it will 
become overcooked). 

Once everything is heated through, place 
the mixture into a crock. 

Frozen puff pastry works well for baking 
at home. Bake puff pastry according 
to directions and place on top of the hot

Top 10 Hamptons Sales of 2018 Show a Changing Market 


f the top 10 sales of 2018 in the Hamptons 

can be summed up in one word, that word is 
“unremarkable,” according to Judi A. Desiderio, CEO 
of Town & Country Real Estate. The biggest sale was 
$40 million; in other years (such as the blockbuster 
2014), that would have been a middling entry to the 
list. “And,” adds Desiderio, “number one wasn’t even 
in the village of East Hampton—it’s to the right of 
the village boundary. But it’s a gorgeous property on 
the double dunes, with six acres. The buyer got a lot 
for their money. Originally the property was asking 
$69 million in 2016.” 

A similar example is number 9 on the list, 86 Bay 
Lane, Water Mill. Originally asking $30. million in 
March 2015, the property closed at $18.375 million. 

Another interesting facet to the list: geographic 
diversity. In previous years, the villages of Southampton 
and East Hampton heavily dominated the top 10; 
in 2018, the properties stretch from Murray Lane, 
Southampton, all the way to Montauk. “In the past 15 
years or so I’ve been compiling these lists, one thing 
that has been consistent is that high numbers tend 
to be oceanfront or waterfront,” says Desiderio. “This 
stands out as an odd year, with the listings scattered 
all over the place. Of course, the numbers were lower 
this year.” 

In fact, 7 of the 10 sales occurred in the first half 
of 2018. Is this an ominous sign? We tend to think 
not—many people try to get deals done as soon as 
possible in the beginning of the year so they can be in 
for summer. And some good deals are happening now, 
such as the $35 million property 6 Olde Towne Lane, 
Southampton, going into contract. 

Desiderio comments, “I’ve been in this business
